City hall. Peter Kelly will 
not run in next month’s 
municipal election 


Mayor Peter Kelly has ended a 
months-long game of will-he- 
or-won’t-he by confirming that 
he won’t. 

Kelly told a crowd of wait¬ 
ing — and betting — reporters 
at city hall Tuesday afternoon 
that he will not run for mayor 
or regional council in the Oct. 
20 municipal election. 

“It’s been a difficult deci¬ 
sion,” he said. “Over the last 
few months, the calls to recon¬ 
sider have been there. But at 
the end of the day, you have to 
do what’s best for the munici¬ 
pality and what is best for me 
and my family.” 

Kelly says he agonized over 
the decision, taking many “late- 
night walks” before deciding 
on Tuesday not to run again. 

He says he vacillated often, 
sometimes swayed by polling 
that indicated a council seat 
or fourth term as mayor was 
within reach. 

“I did not do any polling, but 


others have done so,” he said. 
“Supposedly, the indications 
were good in terms of other in¬ 
dependent polls.” 

Kelly says it would have 
been difficult to mount a con¬ 
ventional campaign at this 
point. 

Coun. Tim Outhit, the in¬ 
cumbent in District 16 (Bed¬ 
ford) where the mayor had 
been rumoured to be running, 
was caught off 
guard by Kel¬ 
ly’s decision. 

“I’m sur¬ 
prised,” he 
said. “He still 
has tremen¬ 
dous support 
in parts of 
Bedford and 
parts of HRM 
and I was ex¬ 
pecting that he might make a 
last-minute comeback.” 

The unofficial candidates’ 
list is now available at hali- 
fax.ca/election. It includes six 
people running for mayor, 
among them three new con¬ 
tenders: Aaron Eisses, Steve 
Mackie and Robert (Wesley) Mc¬

A 25-year veteran of the RCMP 
has been named the new chief 
of Halifax Regional Police. 

Halifax regional council 
approved the appointment of 
Jean-Michel Blais on Tuesday 
afternoon, wrapping up the 
hunt for a successor to Chief 
Frank Beazley 

“I’m very, very excited, very 
pleased,” said Blais. “This is 
probably the most significant 
promotion of my career, and 
yet, I’ll be moving my personal 
effects 10 feet into Frank Beaz- 
ley’s office.” 

Blais says he’s lived in cities 
across Canada and moved to 
Halifax two years ago to take 
the position of chief super¬ 
intendent of the Halifax Dis¬ 
trict RCMP.

chance to stay in Halifax and 
tackle the new challenges that 
come with regional policing. 

“I’m really an inside out¬ 
sider, in the sense that I’ve been 
here over a year and I’ve been 
closely aligned with the oper¬ 
ations ... of HRP,” he said. 

Blais says he plans to build 
on Beazley’s grassroots ap¬ 
proach to tackling the root 
causes of crime, developing 
ties with community groups 
and residents — and supple¬ 
menting those efforts with 
an increased focus on “intelli¬ 
gence-led policing.” 

“It’s the facts and figures 
that are going to be driving our 


policing decisions, providing 
us with predictive analysis,” he 
said. “That will help us deter¬ 
mine where crimes are occur¬ 
ring, when they’re occurring, 
and how we can intercept and 
disrupt those crimes.” 


Blais says Halifax, like most 
major Canadian cities, is grap¬ 
pling with a violent crime prob¬ 
lem — but he says he considers 
it a “safe” place to five. 

“It’s like everything else, 
we have to be vigilant, but we 


can’t fall into the trap of being 
paranoid,” he said. “When you 
look at the number of actual 
crimes that are committed and 
how they’re committed, you’ll 
see it’s indeed a veiy safe and a 
beautiful city.” 


Community shaken up after shooting 



A shooting in North Preston 
on Monday evening has left 
some people in the neigh¬ 
bourhood worried. 

“It’s terrible,” said a woman 
walking a dog with her grand¬ 
daughters on Downey Road on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

“I’ve lived here all my life. 
My kids are all grown, but 
I have these girls. It doesn’t 
make me feel good.” 

At about 6 p.m. Monday, an 
18-year-old man was shot mul¬ 
tiple times on Downey Road. 

A short time later, paramed¬ 
ics met a vehicle talcing the 
victim to hospital at the inter¬ 
section of Lake Major Road and

He was then rushed to hos¬ 
pital, where he remains in ser¬ 
ious, but stable condition, Hali¬ 
fax RCMP spokesman Cpl. Scott 
MacRae said. 

The police are calling on 


anyone with information about 
the shooting to come forward. 

“Definitely community in¬ 
volvement is very important in 
policing,” MacRae said. “Some¬ 
times you just get pointed in 
the right direction.” 

Downey Road has been the 
site of gun violence once al¬ 
ready this summer. 

In late July, 23-year-old Nar- 
ico Downey died of a single 
gunshot wound on the same 
street. MacRae said it is too ear¬ 
ly to tell if there could be a con¬ 
nection between the incidents. 

There have been no arrests 
in Downey’s murder.

A little boy with a blue base¬ 
ball cap jumps up and down, 
trying to see the battleship 
behind the adults blocking 
his view. 

“He’s right there, do you 
see him?” asks a woman 
holding a baby beside him. 

On the deck of the HMCS 
Charlottetown, 250 crew¬ 
members wave and smile 
to their families and friends 
on the dock as the crowd 
cheers while shaking mini 
Canadian flags in the air. 

The Candian navy ship 
returned home Tuesday 
after almost nine months 
abroad, having completed 
anti-terrorism operations in 
the Mediterranean and Ara¬ 
bian seas. 

At 10 a.m. Tuesday, Daryl 
Stewart was waiting with 
his mother-in-law to watch 
his wife, Ashley, walk off 
the boat. 

He hadn’t seen her since 
they met for a few days 
in April, when the crew 
stopped in France. Stewart 
said the ability to travel 
almost makes the distance 
worthwhile. 

“But it’s still a long 
time,” Stewart said. “I just 


miss having that one person 
I do everything with... She’s 
my best friend, the person 
you can tell anything to.” 

Stewart said it’s obvious¬ 
ly very hard when couples 
are apart for so long, but 
sometimes distance can be 
a positive thing. 

“It develops a certain 
trust that other people may 
never (have),” he said. 

Petty officer Frederick 
Smysniulc was one of the 
first off the boat, and was 
greeted by his three chil¬ 
dren, aged 11 and twin 
eight-year-olds. 

All three held neon signs 
reading “Welcome home 
Dad.” 

“The kids miss him all 
the time, there’s no getting 
around that,” said Sara, his 
wife of 13 years. 

“He’s the light of the 
family. He’s just the one 
that makes us complete.” 

Sara Smysniulc said her 
husband hasn’t been on 
a long journey like this 
one for awhile, but is usu¬ 
ally back and forth a few 
months at a time. 

“The first month is al¬ 
ways hard, but then we set¬ 
tle into a routine,” she said. 

Defence Minister Peter 
MacKay was also there to 
congratulate the crew on a 
job well done, and the fam¬ 
ilies left behind who were 
“keeping things together on 
home soil.” 

In May, the ship inter¬ 
cepted an illegal shipment 
of hashish, which the com¬ 
mander said was linked to 
terrorist groups.

University administrators see big bumps in pay: Report 


While students in Nova Sco¬ 
tia struggle with university 
costs, the salaries of univer¬ 
sity senior administrators 
have risen significantly in 
recent years, new figures 
show. 

A report released by the 
Association of Nova Sco¬ 
tia University Teachers on 
Tuesday revealed that eight 
universities in Nova Scotia 
spent $16.4 million on sal¬ 
aries for presidents, vice- 
presidents, associate and 
assistant vice-presidents, 
deans and directors since 
2004. 

It is an increase of 27 per 
cent in that span.

• From 2004 to 2011 Acadia 
paid $907,627 to former 
presidents in administra¬ 
tive leave while paying 
$1,476,882 to current pres¬ 
idents. 


“The compensation for 
university administrators 
has increased far more 
than the staff and faculty,” 
said Chris Ferns, ANSUT 
president and Mount Saint 
Vincent University profes¬ 
sor. “In some cases quite as¬ 
tonishing increases.” 


• Administrator salary costs 
at NSCAD increased 53 per 
cent from 2004 to 2011. At 
St. FX these costs increased 
by 77 per cent in the same 
period. 

The report outlines the 
senior administrators salar¬ 
ies, bonuses, severance and 
other monetary benefits 
from 2004-05 to 2010-11 at 
Acadia, the Atlantic School 
of Theology, Cape Breton 
University, Mount Saint Vin¬ 
cent, Nova Scotia Commun¬ 


ity of Art and Design, St. 
Francis Xavier, Saint Mary’s 
and Universite Sainte Anne. 

The message the ANSUT 
was getting from universi¬ 
ties is that times are tough 
and there’s not enough to 
go around, Fern said. 

“Certainly the students 
are paying more and the 
trend regarding compensa¬ 
tion for faculty and staff has 
been going down,” he said. 
“So we wanted to see if the 
pain was shared by the sen¬ 
ior administration.” 

The report also pointed 
out where university ad¬ 
ministrators were receiving 
other compensation. One 


example was the president 
of Saint Mary’s being paid 
$35,700 in 2010-11 for 
teaching in addition to his 
salary and housing and car 
allowances. 

The report will be sent 
to the department of edu¬ 
cation where the ANSUT 
hopes a new legislation re¬ 
garding the regulations of 
university expenses. 

This would include limit¬ 
ing the portion of the uni¬ 
versity budget that can go 
to senior administration 
and establishing a common 
set of reporting mechan¬ 
isms for university expens¬ 
es.

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Otter Lake Landfill. Cell 
closure won’t cause a stink 
this year, council is told 


A city official says neighbours 
of the Otter Lake Landfill 
shouldn’t have any problems 
with bad smells this year 
when work begins to close 
one of the landfill cells. 

Problems with the partial 
closure of Cell 5 last year 
led to a dramatic increase in 
odour complaints last fall, 
and eventually to a legal bat¬ 
tle between the Community 
Monitoring Committee and 
the CAO’s office. 

Solid waste resources 
manager Gord Helm told 
council on Tuesday, workers 
had problems accessing ma¬ 
terials and equipment last 
year that delayed the work, 
letting the stench of garbage 
escape. 

“Last year, the drill to 
implement extraction wells 
wasn’t available when we 
needed it, and we had an ad 
hoc process in place,” he said. 
“This year we have a proper 
drilling system, so that 
should significantly reduce

the potential for odours.”

Council approved an in¬ 
crease of more than $3.2 
million in the budget for 
the capping work to allow 
the process to be completed 
ahead of schedule. 

A staff report says a re¬

“If you can imagine having 
close to 70 cars to move and 
you have to find keys to them 
all, especially when they’re 
supposed to be hanging on 
a board nice and neat. There 
were five of us scrambling 


around with pockets full of 
keys, while at the same time 
trying to move all our equip¬ 
ment.” 

In the end, 62 vehicles 
were parked safely across the 
street in the Truro Mall park¬ 
ing lot. Three vehicles didn’t 
make it. 

“We just ran out of time.” 

While Devouge isn’t sure 
his insurance will cover the 
flood damage, he said the 
business will still clean up 
and do it all again.

Post-tropical storm Leslie 
hammered Newfoundland 
on Tuesday with hurricane- 
force winds in St. John’s that 
tore apart roofs, stripped 
off siding, toppled trees and 
snapped power lines as it 
doused the island’s west coast 
with rain. 

Utility workers around the 
province scrambled to recon¬ 
nect electricity to thousands 
of homes and police urged 
residents to stay indoors to

avoid flying tree branches 
and other debris as well as 
speed cleanup of local roads. 
There were no immediate re¬ 
ports of serious injuries. 

Officials with the Can¬ 
adian Hurricane Centre in 
Halifax said the centre of 
the storm made landfall at 
around 8:30 a.m. local time 
in Fortune, N.L., following its 
anticipated track across the 
Burin Peninsula. 

Meteorologist Bob Robi- 
chaud said Leslie blew 
through St. John’s with winds 
that gusted more than 130 
km/h, causing widespread 
power outages. 

The centre initially said 
Leslie was a tropical storm 
when it made landfall, but 
later said it was a post-trop¬ 
ical storm. The designation 
means the strongest winds 
and heaviest rain spread out 
past the eye of the system. 

There were hurricane- 
force gusts of up to 132 km/h 
at the St. John’s International 
Airport, and a buoy in Placen¬ 
tia Bay recorded waves ex¬ 
ceeding 12 metres. 

Schools were closed across 
the island and Marine Atlan¬ 
tic ferry crossings were can¬ 
celled along with flights to 
and from the St. John’s air¬ 
port.

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Woman denies killing man 
with silicone penis injection 


New Jersey. Penile 
enlargement a medical 
impossibility: Doctor 


A New Jersey woman pleaded 
not guilty Tuesday to causing a 
man’s death with an injection 
of silicone he hoped would en¬ 
large his penis, a procedure ex¬ 
perts cautioned doesn’t work. 

Kasia Rivera, 35, could face 
up to 10 years in prison if con¬ 
victed of reckless manslaughter 
in the death of Justin Street, 22. 

Street, a father of two, had 
gone to Rivera on May 5 seek¬ 
ing a penile-enlargement pro¬ 
cedure, which prosecutors say 
Rivera advertised for in flyers 
posted at local businesses. 
Rivera, who performed the 
procedures in her apartment, 
allegedly with no medical li¬ 
cence or training, administered 
a silicone shot to Street’s penis, 
according to prosecutors. 

Street died the next day. His 
death was ruled a homicide fol¬ 


lowing an investigation and a 
medical examiner’s determina¬ 
tion that he died of a silicone 
embolism. Rivera was indicted 
by a grand jury last month. 

Investigators believe Rivera 
may have conducted other sim¬ 
ilar unauthorized procedures 
out of her East Orange, N.J., 
apartment, but prosecutors 
said a public plea for people to 
step forward had not yielded 
any other clients to date. 

Rivera, who remains free 
on $75,000 US bail, declined to 
comment through her court- 
appointed attorney Tuesday. 

Dr. Daniel S. Elliott, an as¬ 
sociate professor of urology at 
the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., said penis enlargement 
doesn’t work. 

“If there were a legitimate 
method for penile lengthening, 
Johnson & Johnson or Pfizer 
would have bought it up and 
made b illi ons and billions of 
dollars worldwide,” Elliott said. 
“The fact that they don’t means 
it does not exist.”

“I am delighted that a fan of 
the champ is in control of the 
home, and the city looks for¬ 
ward to helping make this resi¬ 
dence a place that spreads the 
message of Muhammad Ah’s 
legacy,” he said in a statement. 

Donald Lassere, president 


and CEO of the Muhammad Ah 
Center in downtown Louisville, 
also was cheered by the home’s 
purchase. 

Lassere said in a statement 
that “3302 West Grand Avenue 
is an important landmark for 
the city of Louisville and it will 
forever be tied to Muhammad’s 
legacy here in his hometown.” 

Lambrechts says Weiss 
hasn’t finalized his plans but 
won’t use it as rental property. 
Among the options being con¬ 
sidered are turning the home 
into a museum or using it for 
some charitable function.

who attend games and watch 
the occasional screening on 
Rogers TV, few will have ever 
heard of the small backwater 
league fielding teams in On¬ 
tario and Quebec. 

Yet online betting sites offer 
lines on every CSL game. Thish 
has attracted European match 
fixers looking for an easy tar¬ 
get. 

In an investigation I worked 
on with the CBC, we discovered 
that match fixers have trav¬ 
elled thousands of kilometres 
to pay Canadian players for 
desired results. Our domestic 
league has been powerless, un¬ 
willing or unable to stop it. And 


is designed to prevent betters 
and fixers from adding bets 
throughout the game before 
the bookmakers can change 
their odds. 


this match-fixing syndicate has 
tried to infiltrate the league to 
a point that few would have 
imagined. The results of the 
investigation will be shown 
tonight on The National at 10 
p.m. and will be published in 
tomorrow’s Metro. 

This investigation stemmed 
from a German court case last 
year in which the main defend¬ 
ants, Ante Sapina and Mario 
Cvrtak, admitted to fixing a 
CSL game on Sept. 12, 2009. 
That game was between the 
Toronto Croatia and the Trois- 
Rivieres Attak — at the time, 
a farm team for the Montreal 
Impact. 


What the runner and bet¬ 
ting houses do is all perfectly 
legal and it’s part of the billion- 
dollar global online-gambling 
industry, benrycroft/metro 


Since the day I brought CBC 
this stoiy 18 months ago, a lot 
has happened. 

I have had people come to 
my home with death threats; 
I’ve moved my family to en¬ 
sure their safety and struggled 
with the stress that comes with 
learning to live while looking 
over your shoulder. When I 
realized why those two men 
had threatened me, it made the 
pit of my stomach drop out at 
the thought of how close they 
had been to me. They waited 
outside my building to let me 
know that the questions I was 
asking around the CSL were 
not ones they approved of — 
but they mostly did it to send 
a message. 

Others too have received 
that message. Witnesses to the 
fixing have come forward, only 
to drop away suddenly. Players, 
coaches and entire teams have 
walked away from the game 
they love because of the stink 
that comes from these types of 
allegations. 

Tonight’s documentaiy will 
walk viewers through how the 
fixing occurs. It will show why 
this group and others like it are 
targeting the CSL. And it will 
show just how easy it is to ma¬ 
nipulate a game for money. 

In the grand scheme of 
things, Canadian soccer is still 
veiy much in its infancy.

Americans marked the anni- 
versaiy of the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks on a crisp, sunny day 
much like the one 11 years ago 
when nearly 3,000 victims were 
lulled in the worst terror attack 
in U.S. histoiy. 

The commemoration was 
smaller and more subdued, a 
reflection of the nation mov¬ 
ing on after a decade of re¬ 
membrance. 

Hundreds gathered at the 
World Trade Center site in 
New York, the Pentagon and 
in Shanlcsville, Pa., to read the 
names of the dead. 

“Our country is safer, and

Michelle Obama laid a wreath 
at the Pentagon, above a con¬ 
crete slab that said “Sept. 11, 
2001 — 937 am.” 

They later visited the graves 
of recent war dead from Af¬ 
ghanistan and Iraq at Arling¬ 
ton National Cemetery.

by George Bernard Shaw 
and his contemporaries, plus 
new plays written about his 
era (1856-1950). The season 
began in May, with produc¬ 
tions ranging from Ragtime, 
through Oct. 14, to Hedda 
Gabler, through Sept. 29. 
Noel Coward’s Present Laugh¬ 
ter and Bernard Shaw’s Mis¬ 
alliance run through October. 

For leaf-peepers, the area 
has “stunning fall colour,” usu¬ 
ally peaking in early October, 
according to Janice Thomson, 
executive director of Niagara- 
on-the-Lalce’s chamber of 
commerce. The town’s leafy 
waterfront areas include both 
the Niagara River and Lake On¬ 
tario (the waterfalls flow into 
the river, which flows into the 
lake). Niagara Parkway, which 
follows the river, offers a “spec¬ 
tacular drive,” according to 
Tina Truszylc, spokeswoman 
for the Tourism Partnership of 
Niagara. 

There are also cycling 
routes along the river and the 
nearby Welland Canal. Niag¬ 
ara-on-the-Lake has a num¬ 
ber of bike rental companies

The 
frozen grapes are nearly de¬ 
hydrated so the juice is con¬ 
centrated, which makes the 
wine sweeter than table wine.

HISTORY 

Kefalonia (or Cephalonia) has been inhabited 
since prehistoric times. Today, locals like to 
argue that they are the descendants of Ulysses 
and that Kefalonia was the Homeric Ithalca. You 
won’t see much history, however: After the 1953 
earthquakes that almost razed the island to the 
ground, most of its neoclassical mansions, as 
well as Venetian and British public buildings, 
were demolished. One can find the only surviv¬ 
ing remnants of pre-earthquake architecture on 
the northern side of the island in the pictur¬ 
esque fishing villages of Fiscardo and Assos. The 
filming of Captain Corelli’s Mandolin in 2000 
brought a lot of Hollywood stars (Madonna, Pe¬ 
nelope Cruz, Tom Hanks) to Kefalonia, an island 
which had a non-cosmopolitan profile. 

HIGHLIGHTS 

During your stay on the island you can visit 
Argostoli, Fiscardo, the Assos Castle, the Melissani 
and Drogarati Caves near Sami, St George’s Castle, 
the scenic monasteries of St Gerassimos and many 
picturesque small villages along the way. For hik¬ 
ers, Ainos (1,620m) is the highest mountain on the 
island. There is an excellent view from its sum¬ 
mit, where in ancient times a temple of Zeus was 
situated, according to the ancient Greek author 
Hesiod.

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Sweet & savoury team up in 
Creamy Apple Curry Chicken 



When you think curry, chances 
are potatoes and chicken come 
to mind. But you also should 
consider apples. 

Though not necessarily a 
traditional touch for curry, 
apples work deliciously well 
with the big, spicy flavours of 
the dish. In fact, there is very 
little that is traditional about 
the curry assembled here, but 
we’re not all that worried about 
it.

apples — is tied together with 
a creamy curry sauce.

If you’re just starting out at 
your first entry level or early- 
career job in financial services 
or accounting, you may not 
have given too much thought 
to your long-term career object¬ 
ives. 

But if you aspire to a man¬ 
agement position one day, 
you’ll need to start planning 
now. 

A recent survey developed 
by Robert Half Management 
Resources has found that fewer 
than one third of management 
positions in accounting and fi¬ 
nance were filled by candidates 
who were promoted internally. 
Employers are more commonly 
looking outside their own or¬ 
ganization for managers. 

Why is this figure so low? 

According to David King, Can¬ 
adian president of Robert Half, 
many companies don’t have 
a fully developed plan for suc¬ 
cession. “Eveiyone thinks it’s a 
good idea, but it gets bumped 
down the priority list,” he says. 

When a vacancy comes up 
unexpectedly, a company may 
not have qualified internal 
candidates on hand to replace 
departing employees. In other 
cases, a qualified internal candi¬ 
date can’t be promoted because 
their position can’t be back¬ 
filled. Hiring in a hurry may 
result in an internal candidate 
with unexplored potential tak¬ 
ing a backseat to an employee 
who can’t be trained for even¬ 
tual promotion.

“If you get a sense that 
others have been identified for 
roles and you’re not getting 
tapped on the shoulder, it’s ap¬ 
propriate to ask for feedback in 
terms of what skill sets you’re 
lacking,” he says.

Improve yourself 

If you notice that you’re lacking 
a skill in demand among man¬ 
agers at your company, try to 
learn close to home. 

“Seeking professional de¬ 
velopment that’s sponsored 
by your company would be 
ideal, and if it isn’t, you may 
have to look for it on your 
own time,” says King. 

In either case, make sure 
your supervisor is aware that 
you’re dedicating your own 
time to broadening your skill 
set on your employer’s behalf. 

Advertise yourself 

Performance reviews give you 
the opportunity to build on 
your employer’s existing im¬ 
pression of you while empha¬ 
sizing steps you’ve taken to put 
yourself in line for a move up 
the ladder. 

“That ensures that they see 
you are, one, interested in and, 
two, capable of promotion,” he 
says. Key among these steps 
is taking on special projects 
which demonstrate skills you 


don’t use in your regular job. 

When should you pull the 
plug? 

While it takes determination 
and patience to chart an up¬ 
ward spiral in your career, it’s 
important to recognize that 
some employers won’t be able 
to offer you advancement op¬ 
portunities. 

Cover your bases before you 
decide a change is needed, says 
King. 

“Provided you’ve exhausted 
all opportunities at your cur¬ 
rent firm, it’s appropriate to 
look into options elsewhere. Be 
sure to benefit fully from your 
current learning experience.” 

He also notes that the trad¬ 
itional advice against burning 
bridges applies even more so 
in cases where advancement is 
the cause for leaving. 

“We see quite often the op¬ 
portunity for people to return 
to a company they left for a 
more senior position,” he says. 

In this case, you’ll be able to 
capitalize on your prior experi¬ 
ence as well as the breadth of 
knowledge you’ve acquired 
from other employment.

NHL. Face to face 
meeting of two sides 
hastily scheduled as 
deadline draws near 


The NHL and the players’ as¬ 
sociation will resume nego¬ 
tiations on Wednesday in an 
effort to avoid a lockout this 
weekend. 

After not meeting face to 
face since last Friday, the sides 
planned to get together at the 
league office in New York be¬ 
fore the NHLPA holds player 
meetings later Wednesday. 

The NHL board of govern¬ 
ors will convene on Thurs-

day with commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman, while the union 
holds a second day of discus¬ 
sions with as many as 250 
players. 

The hastily scheduled ne¬ 
gotiating session for Wednes¬ 
day came just hours after NHL 
deputy commissioner Bill 
Daly said owners and players 
were both to blame for their 
failure to reach a new collect¬ 
ive bargaining agreement be¬ 
fore the current deal expires 
on Saturday. 

Daly wrote in an email to 
The Associated Press on Tues¬ 
day that he hoped both sides 
would meet before Saturday, 
but didn’t sound optimistic it 
would happen. 

“To this point, we have re¬ 
ceived no indication that the 
union has anything new to 
say to us. And right now, we 
have nothing new to say to 
them,” he wrote Tuesday. “It’s 
unfortunate, but it’s the real¬ 
ity of the situation.” 

That changed Tuesday 
night. Whether the restart of 
talks will lead to a quick reso¬ 


lution remains to be seen. The 
NHL’s labour contract expires 
at midnight Saturday night, 
and a lockout seems likely. It 
would be the league’s fourth 
work stoppage since 1992. 

Ultimately, we just want 


to negotiate a fair deal that 
will give all our clubs an abil¬ 
ity to be stable and healthy,” 
Daly wrote. “We hoped (and 
still hope) we can do that 
without causing any interrup¬ 
tion to the upcoming season. 


Logic would have suggested 
we would have been able to.

Generally, an encore follows 
a great performance. In Buick 
terms, that could mean the 
Verano or the Regal, but both 
of those are sedans, while 
the new Encore is a small tall 
wagon. 

OK, we can just hear the 
quips now, likely involving 
an Enclave wagon that has 
been left in the dryer a little 
too long. However, the En¬ 
core is a uniquely practical 
vehicle that can hold lots of 
gear and can hold its own in 
the horsepower and fuel-con¬ 
sumption departments. Also 
adding to its versatility is the 
availability of all-wheel-drive. 

The fact that it approxi¬ 
mates a scaled-down version 


of the Enclave is far from be¬ 
ing a bad thing. From its oval¬ 
shaped “waterfall” grille to 
the tip of its two-tone bump¬ 
er, the Encore features a neat 
blend of stylish design cues 
with just a hint of rugged¬ 
ness. That should help broad¬ 
en the car’s appeal to buyers 
much younger than Buick’s 
traditional core audience. 

The Encore is based on 
the same platform used by 
Buiclc’s Verano sedan plus 
Chevrolet’s Craze and Sonic 
small cars. However, it’s 
about 18 centimetres longer 
and 13 centimetres taller than 
the Sonic hatchback, thereby 
giving it far more cargo room 
with the rear seat in place or 
folded flat. Not as much room 
back there as a Hyundai Tuc¬ 
son or even a Toyota Matrix, 
but the front passenger seat 
does fold flat so that longer 
items such as ladders, hockey 
sticks and building materials 
can be accommodated. 

With its diminutive size, 
crisp styling and clever in¬ 
terior packaging, this is one 
Encore that has been long 
overdue.

Have 
all of these items inspected by 
a mechanic before your pur¬ 
chase. Ensure the 4x4 system 
is able to switch between its 
various drive modes. A sensor 
or actuator motor may be to 
blame if it isn’t. Also, any harsh 
shifting or ‘sbppage’ from the 
automatic transmission should 
be taken as cause to move to 
another candidate. 

Watch the fuel gauge to en¬ 
sure it’s not fluctuating rapidly 
while you drive. This could 
be the sign of a bad sending 
unit or fuel pump.

If you’re thinking you’d like 
your next vehicle to be elec¬ 
trically driven, you certainly 
have options. More and more 
major automotive brands are 
bringing out electric mod¬ 
els (EVs) and plug-in hybrids 
(PHEVs). 

But maybe you’re think¬ 
ing there’s something not 
quite right about walking 
into a dealership and buying a 
brand new EV or PHEV. Maybe 
it gives you a funny feeling 
like Captain Rex Kramer had 
in the movie Airplane! You 
know, when he goes into the 
control tower to coach the 
inexperienced Ted Striker 
to land the plane, and a con¬ 
trol tower operator asks him 
if they should turn on the 
search lights to make things 
easier, and Kramer says, after 
a few moments of thought, 


“No, it’s just what they’ll be 
expecting us to do.” 

In the same vein, you could 
do your own “180” and con¬ 
vert an old gasoline car over 
to electricity. 

You could take something 
like a 1983 Porsche 944, rip 
out its gasoline-powered en¬ 
gine and related parapher¬ 
nalia, and replace them with 
an electric motor, controller 
and batteries. You could do 
the same with a 1985 Jaguar 
XJ6. 

You could pick any vehicle 
actually, but I picked those 
two specific models, because 
there happens to be actual 
examples of them recently 
converted over to electric 
drive. I met them, and their 
respective owners, at last 
weekend’s EV Fest Electric 
Vehicle Show in Toronto. 

Brian Kirk’s white Porsche 
currently looks like a science 
experiment, but that’s inten¬ 
tional. He would ultimately 
like his company, Singular 
Motion EV, to be in the busi¬ 
ness of converting customer 
cars over to electricity; the 
Porsche is essentially his call¬ 
ing card and real-life slide 
show on how one goes about 


electrifying a previously gas- 
powered automobile. 

He has over $20,000 in¬ 
vested in it already, and ap¬ 
parently it’s fast — faster even 
than the original gasoline ver¬ 
sion. 

“We wanted to prove the 
point that electric cars are not 
slow,” says Kirk, adding that 
acceleration from a dead stop 


is “phenomenal.” 

“That’s our reason for start¬ 
ing the company. We thought 
other people should be enjoy¬ 
ing this as well.” 

He feels the current crop 
of EVs from the majors leaves 
a lot to be desired, when it 
comes to styling and perform¬ 
ance options. He contends 
that conversion not only gives 


you limitless vehicle options, 
it also might save a perfectly 
good car body from dying in 
the scrap yard. 

Don Singh’s electric Jaguar 
has a similar cottage-industry 
look to the conversion. He 
too is able to convert cars and 
supply parts for potential cus¬ 
tomers (through his company, 
Epic Car Conversions). He says 



the Jaguar is currently both 
a test bed and an “office on 
wheels.” 

For others contemplating 
the jump, he would advise 
picking a “light” vehicle, to 
get more bang for your bat¬ 
tery buck. 

Whatever you pick, just 
make sure you plug it in. 
Brian Kirk failed to top up the 
Porsche before making the 
run from his base in Newmar¬ 
ket to the EV show at Toron¬ 
to’s Brickworks. He ran out 
of juice about five kilometres 
from the show. The CAA 
towed him the rest of the way.

Subaru BRZ 

It’s billed as a collaborative effort between Subaru 
and Toyota that carries characteristics of each brand. 
Subaru’s 2.0-litre engine is at the heart of both, 
however. Interestingly, the fuel-injection is designed 
by Toyota. Rather rev-happy, it’s rated at an even 200 
horsepower. Manual and automatic transmissions 
are offered, each with six ratios. 

Subaru’s advertised vision for the BRZ is to bring 
“superior steering response” with the power of 
rear-wheel-drive and the balance of a sports car. The 
rear-drive layout — a first for Subie — and the rela¬ 
tive lightweight of 2,690 pounds (1,220 kilograms) 
should help to reach that performance goal, along 
with a centre of gravity that’s only at knee height. 


SRT Viper 


Back by popular demand — for a fifth generation — 
the 2013 SRT Viper no longer carries the Dodge logo. 
What did make it this time around is the VI0 engine 
displacing 8.4 litres and cranking out 640 horse¬ 
power. 

A true world-class two-seat sports car now — zero 
to 60 m.p.h. (96 km/h) in the mid-three-second range 
— the previous Viper chassis has been stiffened with 
an obvious X-brace under the hood.
